ARTICLE 1. ‘To choose a Moderator for said Meeting. 


ARTICLE 2. ‘To act upon the reports of the several Boards 
of Town Officers, and also to act upon the reports of any com- 
mittee chosen by the Town. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will elect their severai 
Boards of Officers upon one ballot, or act anything relative 
thereto.

ARTICLE 4+. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5. ‘lo gran and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be thought necessary to defray the Town charges for 
the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will fix the compensation 
of the Treasurer and Collector of Taxes. ' 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in an- 
ticipation of Taxes, or act anything relative to the collection 
of Taxes. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will accept the list of 
Jurors as reported by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 9. ‘To vote upon the question: Shall licenses be 
granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this Town ?¢ 
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ArticLeE 10. ‘To see if the Town will grant money for 
lighting streets, or act anything relative thereto. 


Articte 11. ‘To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the employment of a policeman for the current 
year, or act anything relating to the same. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will add to its By-Laws 
the following Articles, or act anything relative thereto, viz.: 
1st, The Town Clerk whenever he is officially advised of any 
proceedings which may result in the taking of private property 
for publie use, shall cause a written notice of such proceed- 
ings to be left at the usual place of abode of the owner of 
said property. If the owner has no such place of abode in 
the Town, the Town Clerk shall cause the written notice to be 
mailed to his usual post-office address. 2d, No building shall 
be moved over a public street, without a written permit from 
the Road Commissioners, if any; if not, from the Selectmen ; 
and no such permit shall be given when such removal will 
cause any destruction or injury to any tree or shrub standing 
in the street, or owned by any citizen, and projecting over the 
street, without first giving a public hearing. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what action the Town will take with 
reference to rebuilding the sheds on Church Street, belonging 
to the first parish in Weston, lying east of the Town House. 
or act anything relative thereto.

BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


TOWN OF WESTON. 


By-Laws of the Town of Weston, in the County of Middle- 
sex, and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, adopted at a Town : 
meeting, April 3, 1882, as approved by the Superior Court, 
begun and holden at Cambridge, in said County, on the first 
Monday of June, 1882, to wit, June 14, 1882. | 

1. Notice of every Town meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in three or more public places 
in the Town at least seven days before the time appointed for 
such meeting. Such further notice of any Town meeting may 
be given as the Selectmen deem proper. In ease of the ad- 
journment of any Town meeting from one day to another, the 
Town Clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of hold- 
ing such adjourned meeting to be posted at the Post Office, 
which notice shall state the business to come before such ad- 
journed meeting. | 

2. The Town Clerk shall attend punctually at the time 
and place appointed for any Town meeting, and, as soon as 
twelve voters are present, call the meeting to order, and proceed 
forthwith to read the warrant for the meeting, and the return of 
the person or persons who notified it; and if it appears to him 
that said meeting was legally called and notified, he shall 
then call upon the voters present to bring in their votes tor a 
Moderator (if one be required at said meeting), and he shall 
preside until a Moderator is chosen, and assumes the office. 

3. No action shall be had at any Town meeting on the re- 
port of any Committee previously chosen to report on any 
matter involving the expenditure of money, unless the same 
shall be specially notified in the warrant calling such meeting. 


4. No vote fixing the period for closing a ballot shall be 
reconsidered: after said ballot shall have begun; but an exten- 
sion of the time may be had by vote without reconsideration. 


5. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum of money 
exceeding one hundred dollars shall be reconsidered at the 
same meeting at which it is passed, unless public notice of. 
the intention to move such reconsideration be given within 
thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. The Clerk shall 
note in writing the time of the passage of such vote and also 
the time when the notice of reconsideration is given. 


6. Hvery motion or order which is of a complicated nature, 
or of unusual length, shall be reduced to writing, and all other 
motions at the pleasure of the presiding officer. 


7. The powers and duties of the presiding officer, not 
specially provided for by law, or by the By-Laws, shall be 
determined by the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s 
Manual, so far as they are adapted to the conditions and 
powers of the Town. 


8. The financial year shall begin on the first day of March, 
and end on the last day of February following. 


9 The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the third 
or fourth Monday of March in each year, at such time and 
place as the Selectmen may appoint. 


10. The Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, School Com- 
mittee, Auditor (if any), Treasurer and Collector, with such 
other Boards of Town Officers, or Committees of the Town as 
may be deemed expedient, shall report annually all matters 
pertaining to their several departments relating to the general 
interest and welfare of the Town. The Selectmen shall also 
report an estimate of the sums of money needed to defray the 
necessary charges and expenditures of the Town for the en- 
suing year. ‘The Selectmen shall cause the several reports, 
together with a copy of their warrant calling the Annual 
Meeting in March, to be printed, and a copy of the same to be 
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left at the residence of every voter in Town (if known), two 
days, at least, before the time appointed for said Annual 
Meeting. 


11. The Selectmen shall hold regular business meetings, 
of which due notice shall be given. 


12. All bills against the Town shall be made out in detail 
with the proper date for each item, and shall be approved by 
a majority of the Board contracting said bill, and shall be 
presented to the Auditor, if any; if none, to the Selectmen 
for examination and approval; and the Treasurer shall not be 
required to pay within forty-eight hours after such presenta- 
tion and approval. 


13. The Selectmen shallat least once in every six months, 
and as much oftener as they think proper, examine thoroughly 
the books of the Treasurer, and- ascertain. the.cgndition of the. 
Treasury. 

14. <A discount of five per cent. shall be made and allowed 
on all taxes paid on or before October 15th in each year. All 
taxes shall become due, and payable February 1st of the year 
next succeeding the assessment thereof, and interest at the 
legal rate per annum shall be added to all taxes then unpaid ; 
and all real estate on which taxes remain unpaid the first day 
of the following August, shall be sold by the Collector accord- 
ing to law. The Collector shall cause this section to be 
printed upon all tax bills. 


15. The balance of any appropriation remaining after the 
object for which the money was appropriated has been accom- 
plished, shall be covered into the Treasury, and shall be liable 
for any draft of the Selectmen for Contingencies. 


16. No money of the Town shall be paid from the Treas- 
ury, except upon approved bills by, or written orders of, the 
Selectmen or a majority thereof. 


17. The Town Treasurer shall not borrow any money on 
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behalf of the Town upon any promissory note, executed by 
him, as such Treasurer, unless said note is first countersigned 
by the Selectmen. 


18. All Boards of standing Town Officers shall cause re- 
cords of their doings and accounts to be kept in suitable books; 
the person having charge of the same shall transmit them to 
his successor in office. Whenever any vote affecting the duties 
of any Town officers is passed, the Clerk shall transmit a copy 
of the same to such officer or officers, who shall enter it upon 
the records of the Board. 


19. No person shall pasture cattle or other animals, with- 
out a keeper, in or upon any of the streets or ways of the 
Town, and in no event without first obtaining the consent of 
the owner or occupant of the adjoining land. 


20. No member of the Board of Selectmen or any officer 
appointed by the legal voters of the ‘Town, authorized to make 
any contracts or agreements in behalf of the Town for labor, 
materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished to the Town, 
or for a loan of money, shall be interested in a private capac- 
ity, either directly or indirectly, in such contracts, agreements, 
or loan, nor shall either directly or indirectly, for himself or 
for any other person, receive any commission, discount, bonus, 
present or reward from the persons making such sale, loan, 
contract or agreement for furnishing such goods, wares, mer- 
chandise or money. 


21. Whenever any new street shall have been laid out or 
the direction of an old one altered, by the Selectmen or Road 
Commissioners, and accepted and allowed by the Town, no 
entry for the purpose of constructing such way or any part 
thereof shall be made until all claims for damages by reason 
thereof, shall have been finally adjusted or determined, unless 
such entry shall be authorized by special vote of the Town. 
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22. No person shall throw or kick any hand or foot ball in 
any of the streets of the Town in the vicinity of the Town 
House. 


23. If any building shall be moved over or through any 
public street or square, the owner of such building and the 
persons moving the same shall be jointly and severally liable 
to the Town for all damages, costs, and expenses for which 
the Town may be liable or which they may be compelled to 
pay in consequence of such removal or of any obstruction, in- 
cumbrance or injury occasioned thereby. 


24. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 
public street or square, without a written license from the 
Road Commissioners, if any, if not, from the Selectmen, any 
rubbish, dirt, wood, timber or other material to obstruct or 
mar the appearance of the street or sidewalk. 


25. No occupant of any house where there is, or has been 
recently, any case of small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or 
other infectious or contagious disease, shall be permitted to 
attend any public school in the Town, until a certificate of a 
recular physician, that there is no longer danger of infection, 
is obtained, and presented to the teacher. The School Com- 
mittee shall post or cause to be posted, a copy of this section 
in every school-room of the Town. | 


26. No person shall behave himself or herself in a rude or 
disorderly manner, or use any indecent, profane or insulting 
language in any public place in the Town, or near any 
dwelling-house, or other building therein, or be and remain 
upon any sidewalk, doorstep or other projection from any 
house or building so as to annoy or disturb any person, or 
obstruct any passage to the same. 


27. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle or team 
to any of the trees planted in any public highway, street, or 
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public lands of the Town, or drive into the same any nails, 
spikes, hooks or clasps, nor affix any boards thereto. 


28. No person shall post, affix or in any way attach any 
poster, handbill, notice, advertisement or placard, or paint, 
draw or stamp any letter, notice, figure or advertisement, or 
mark upon or into, or otherwise deface any wall, fence, post, 
tree, building or structure not his own within the Town, with- 
out the permission of the owner of said wall, fence, post, tree, 
building or structure. 


29. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, fowling 
piece, or fire-arms, on any street, way or land of the Town, or 
on any private grounds except with the consent of the owner ;. 
provided, however, that this By-Law shall not apply to the use 
of such weapons at any military exercise or review, or. in the 
lawful defence of the person and family or property of any 
citizen. 


30. Every violation of the foregoing By-Laws shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than two dollars nor more than 
twenty dollars, and all penalties recovered for such violation 
shall be paid into the Treasury of the Town, to inure to such 
use as the Town shall from time to time direct.

ROAD COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The money appropriated for Highways at our last annual 
meeting has been expended on the several streets in Town as 
follows, viz.: Ash St., $50; Brown St., $10; Boyle St., $25 ; 
Central Ave., $1,250; Chestnut St., $20; Concord St., $200 ; 
Church St., $100; Crescent St., $10; Elm St., $20; Hast 
Newton St., $40; Forest St., $150; Glen road, $250; High- 
land St., $100; Lincoln St., $25; Loring place, $100; Merri- 
am St., $75; Newton St., $100; North Ave., $550; Oak St., 
$25; River St., $50; South Ave., $750; School St., $100 ; 
Sudbury St., $20; Summer St., $175; Viles St., $25; Welles- 
ley St., $300; Winter St., $75. The sum of $250 was paid 
for bills prior, and the sum of $250 for a scraper; the bal- 
ance of the appropriation for gravel and items incidental to 
the work which will appear in the Auditor’s report and would 
be superfluous to mention here. The above mentioned sums 
are not claimed to be the exact amount in dollars and cents 
expended on the several streets, as men and teams are en- 
gaged in scraping and carting gravel from one street to an- 
other the same day, at often times, but they will approximate 
very nearly to the amount expended on each. 

The appropriation for Lexington St. has been expended 
with the exception of a small balance (as the Auditor’s report 
will show) in widening and grading the street. The blasting 
required was so much more favorable than anticipated, that 
we have been enabled to grade the street nearly its whole 
length, and, although we could have spent an increased appro- 
priation to advantage, yet a small sum from our annual grant 
will smooth and leave it in good order the coming season.. 
The abutters and travel from out of Town, have, as far as 
known, expressed entire satisfaction with the work. 
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In conclusion, it will be seen by comparing the Assessors’ 
and Auditor’s reports that the financial standing of the Town 
is rapidly improving, that we have nearly sufficient funds in 
the Treasury to extinguish the Town Debt, and under these 
circumstances we would suggest if it would not be good policy 
not only to grant liberal sums for repairs of Highways, but to 
improve the opportunity to grant some special sums to be ex- 
pended upon some of our streets which so much need to be 
improved. Wecommend the matter to your careful considera- 
tion.

HIGH SCHOOL. 
Mr. F. E. WuHitremors, Teacher. 


Mr. D. M. Dustan having taught the school for four years 
and one term, resigned at the close of the spring term to ac- 
cept a position as principal in Monson Academy. Having re- 
mained with the school so many years and served it so accept- 
ably, your committee felt that a great responsibility rested ' 
upon them in securing a successor to Mr. Dustan. Out of 
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some one hundred applicants, after careful deliberation, Mr. 
F.E. Whittemore was unanimously elected. He graduated from 
Brown University and subsequently taught the High School 
in Ashland with great acceptance. For one year he taught 
in New Mexico. He came to us, therefore, not only intellect- 
ually well prepared, but also with valuable practical expe- 
rience in the school-room. It affords us pleasure to report 
that your school has maintained its standard of discipline and 
scholarship. “One lays the foundation and another buildeth 
thereon.” The scholars have generally done good work. In 
many directions theory has been skilfully and happily supple- 
mented with practical application so that the otherwise unin- 
teresting study of principles has been rather a pleasure to the 
scholar than a burden. Chemistry and Philosophy have been 
emphasized during the past year. Temperance has received 
good attention, as it has been taught from the scientific stand- 
point. In this respect we think the High School has received 
impressions for good that will be exceedingly valuable. The 
text book is not followed in the teacher’s method of conduct- 
ing very many of the branches taught.

‘The school has been under 
excellent discipline during the year. Self respect and a high 
standard of deportment have been kindly and positively re- 
quired of every scholar. Habits of cleanliness and etiquette 
have been successfully taught. There has been an unusual 
degree of enthusiasm awakened in the minds of the pupils for 
the general work of the school-room. Rapid reckoning has 
been acquired in a very creditable manner. ‘The dictionary 
has been studied, perused and read in a manner that must fa- 
cilitate the use of language as to accuracy of meaningas well 
-as to increase the vocabulary of the scholar. Epigramatic 
poetry and sentences of the best authors have been committed 
to memory as well as portions of the sacred writers. 

We feel confident that the school is in a flourishing condi- 
tion in every respect. This requires vigorous effort and 
ceaseless watchcare on the part of the teacher to accomplish 
with scholars at this age.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


The Library Committee herewith submit their annual report 
for the year ending Feb. 29th, 1888. 

According to the Librarian’s report the library now contains 
about 7,000 volumes. The whole number of books added to 
the library during the year is 380, of which 305 were pur- 
chased and 75 were presented. The whole number of 
books taken out during the year is 7,418. 

Donations of books and pamphlets have been received from 
the following sources: Hon. Geo.

No cases of damage to books beyond the ordinary wear 
have been brought to the notice of the Committee. The 
Librarian reports that no book has been lost track of during 
the year: but two books, which were at the time in the house 
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of a family infected with scarlet fever, have been destroyed. 
Probably there would have been no danger of these books 
spreading disease if they were properly disinfected, but accord- 
ing to good authority, the disease germs of scarlet fever, 
diptheria and kindred diseases may put in their deadly work 
aiter lying dormant in books or clothes for years. It seemed 
to us wiser to submit to a slight pecuniary loss rather than 
run the risk of books so infected, spreading disease and death 
in our midst.
